GOES EAST FOR VISIT; 


DIES IN IOWA.

SIOUX CITY (Iowa) Aug. 19. 


The body of Thomas Meirstein, 82 
years of age, a Civil War veteran 


and pioneer of Sioux City, who had 
spent the last three vears in Los An 
geles and arrived here last Friday 
for a visit to his former home, was 
found floating at the mouth of the 
Floyd River near the Sioux City 
Stock Yards this morning. The con- 
dition of the body, according to Cor- 
oner Dickenson, indicated that it had 
been in the water since Monday. It 
was identified by Charles Mierstein, 
a son, living at 2941 Washington 
street. The case is a mystery to the 
police. 

Two theories have been advanced 
as to the cause of death. It was at 
first believed he met with foul play, 
as only 20 cents of the $20 which he 
had when he left the home of his 
son Monday was found on the body. 
It developed, however, that he had 
paid his Odd Fellow lodge dues 
while attending a meeting Monday 
night. The theory that he was 
slugged by robbers and his body 
thrown in the river is further dis- 
counted by the report made by the 
coroner that no marks of violence 
were found on the body. 

The second and most plausible the- 
ory, according to the police, is that 
he met with an accident while walk- 
ing to the home of his son at 2942 
Washington street after the lodge 
meeting.. It was said that he prob- 
ably lost his footing while crossing 
the street-car bridge over the river, 
plunged into the water and was un- 
able to swim ashore: It was said 
that he may have used the street-car 
bridge as a short cut. 
He leaves four sons: William of

Cadet Kenneth L. Frazier cf the Arcadia Balloon School had 
a marvelous escape from instant death early yesterday afternoon 
when the big government balloon in which he was making a solo 
flight crashed into the high-power transmission line of the South- 
ern California Edison Company, exploding in a miniature volcang 
of flames, about two miles southeast of Elizabeth Lake and about 


seventy-five miles northeast of Los Angeles. | 
As the big bag with its 19,000 cube fect of hydrogen burst into bits 
and the crossing of the two high-tension cables carried on the poles sent 
60,000 volts of clectricity through the wreckage, Cadet Frasier, bedly 
burned and injured by the crash, managed to swing clear of the Diazing 


Frazier, gave hjs position to the 
balloon school ‘authorities and a 
truckload of .cadets, in e of 
Capt. George F. Parish, followed 
him as far as Palmdale, where they 
Jost all trace of the balloon. When 
they called the school later in the 
day they were told of what had oc- 
curred and rushed @o Lancaster. 
The explosion took place at 1:19 
p.m., the time when the shortage 
of the power line was recorded at 
the Edison company's dispatcher’s 
office. 

Fhortly before the explosion of 
the vig gas bag, ranchers in

As The Times has frequently pointed 
out in the past, advances in railway freight 
and passenger rates and wages to be paid 
to rail workers are not matters involving 


“| merely the railway owners and the em- 


ployees. The third party at interest is the 
public, which foots the bill for the rises 
granted and which, not without some jus- 
tice, is inolined to feel that it has received 
the least consideration of the three. 


‘Since the passage of the Adamson bill 


four years ago the scale of wages paid 
railway employees has advanced more than 
100 per cent; freight and passenger rates 
have advanced about 60 per cent and the 
cost to the consumer of the commodities 
carried by the railways has gone up any- 
where from 30 to 600 per cent. 

That there is an essential rela be- 
tween the rise in prices and the in 
rates and wages on the railways is too ob- 
vious to require comment. The apparent 
conclusion, however, that, because of the 
latest advances granted railway owners and 
railway employees, there will necessarily 
be a further rise in the cost of living or 
that it will nullify other factors making for 
lower prices is not necessarily correct. If 
the real purposes for which these advances 
were made are realized the opposite should 
come to pass. 

Freight tie-ups are more expensive than 
higher freight rates. A lack of cars to 
move their products is more costly to man- 
ufacturers, growers and shippers than tak- 
ing from their pockets their share of the 
means to enable the roads to supply more 
cars. There is no disposition on the part 
of the public or the shippers to quarrel 
with fair wages for railway men or with 
rate advances granted to make such wages 
possible. So long as it must ultimately 
pay the bill, however, the public has a 
right to ask for ite share in the benefits. 
These benefits, from the public’s standpoint, 
will ie in Detter and quicker freight and 
passenger service by the railways—a res- 
toration to the normal of efficiency in trans- 


portation, the life-blood of modern industry. | 


It is to be remembered, however, that in 
the relations of the railways and the ship- 
pers it takes two to make a team. The 
roads cannot do it all. In the restoration 
of normal transportation service and the 
elimination of the country-wide congestion 
in freight handling the shippers have a duty 
to perform as important as that of the rail- 
ways themselves. Added rolling stock and 
added facilities for expeditiously moving 


freight will be of small avail if sidings 


everywhere remain clogged with freight 
cars waiting for consignees to unload them 
or with empties waiting for a shipper to 
get ready to load his products aboard. 
Even with the advances made in demurrage 
rates a shipper frequently finds it more 
convenient to himself to let his freight cars
